littered the beach and reserves—cans, papers, card- | 
board boxes and drinking straws were everywhere. 


Traffic snarls occurred in the 
side streets leading to and from 
“the Esplanade. Parking on both 
sides of these streets allows a 
single line of moving traffic down 
the centre.

room. A number were referred 
to hespital. 


A well-known local medico 
kept very busy treating cuts, 
etc... wished beach visitors would 
bring their own doctors—most of 
his weekend patients were not 
local residents. 


CANS CREATE NEW PROBLEM 


The advent of the soft drink 

ean creates a new problem. 

“ While not se dangerous as glass, 

as far as cut feet are concerned, 

no one takes the cans away with 
them. 


Many people made use of the 
rubbish bins provided by the 
Altona Shire Council, but still 
hundreds of cans were left on 
the beach and the reserves. A 
number were flung into the sea 
where they will remain to rust 
and eventually become a danger. 


The Altona Life Savers report 
that four people sustained cuts 
to the head caused by cans 
filled with water being thrown at 
them. All four had to be sent 
to hospital as the cuts required 
stitches. 


RUBBER TOY MENACE 


Qn eight oceasions life savers 
went out and brought the occu- 
pants of rubber toys to shallow 
water, 


While none of them were in 
any immediate danger they 
could have been were it not for 
the vigilance of the life savers’ 
patrol. 


The skipper of the Royal Life 
Saving Society's Rescue Launch, 
Mr. H. Walklate, has, on numer- 
Gus occasions, picked up people 
who have drifted well out into 
the bay on rubber rafts.” 


He has picked up rubber rafts 
and toys which have drifted 
from St. Kilda to as far afield 
as Portarlington. : 


On one occasion last Sunday 
two Hfe savers who requested 
the occupants of one rubber raft 
to return to shallow water, were 
abused. $ 


After several requests to re- 
main in shallow water had been 
ignored, another - raft, occupied 
by two. young boys, was confi- 
seated. The boys had borrowed 
the raft and the rightful owner 
claimed it later in the afternoon.

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EDITORIAL 
THE: DESIRE TO EXCEL 


There is no easy cure for vandalism. 
. ” The Altona councillors. were wisely hesi- 
tant on Cr, Lee’s proposal for an investiga- 
tion and report on the subject. For such a 
report could but catafogue~the symptoms, 

~-aspects and effects of vandalism. It could 
do little to explain or remove its basic causes. 

It is no anomaly to say that the virtue, 
the desire to excel is-an ultimate cause of 
vandalism. : 

The -progress of the world -has been 
largely based ‘on the desire—the. individual 
desire to excel. To run faster—to fight bet- 
ter—to live better—to attain greater know- 
ledge—to climb the highest mountain—to 
excel somehow—are motives which have 
transformed us from savagery. 

The child, the youth has the same urge 
—to justify himself, to do better than his 
mates in sport and play and maybe in school 
work. Well for him if in some avenue at least 
he has a chance for success, for if he can 
find no normal channel he will look elsewhere. 

How much of our vandalism is due to 
the child or youth wishing to show he is brave 
enough or bold-enough? 

To show he is brave enough to break the 

rules—bolder than others—not frightened to 
% do this damage—can take all they can do to 
him—can do as much as the other offender. 
The flouting of authority is but inciden- 
tal—it is the proving to himself and the others 
that he can excel that counts. : 
The ideal solution of vandalism is thus ° 
to redirect this motive—the desire to excel 
and make it the virtue it should be. ; 
Any group treatment of vandalism is 
bound to fail. Each offender and potential 
offender is an individual and so to be studied. 
Knowledge gained of a lad (or lass) may 
show the activity—a particular sport or study 
or hobby ‘in which he (or she) can show 
prowess. Not only to’others but to self also, 
The treatment of vandalism must always 
be on a person to person basis—preferably

ard drive-in at the above area. 
The’ present state is a disgrace 
to your beautiful suburb. 


“On my previous presentations 
T have been assured of a speedy 
solution to our problem. 


“Those representations were 
made in November and Decem- 
ber, 1967. 


“We have had a few accidents 
when people including myself 
fell ever protruding bricks and 
plaes where a footpath should 


“When it rains it is impossible 
to cress the place. When windy, 
the dust comes and leaves 
inches high in shops. Also water 
from the drains: which fiow into 
the drive and accumulate to 
leave mud, ete. 


-“We are all struggling to mak 
a living and the road will help 
bring customers to the centre. 
I hope that this letter will help 
you to understand our need and 
that you wil attend to it without 
delay,” Mr, Reisberg said. 


Mr. Simmons reported—

The engineer reported to the 
council: 

“I suggest that the complaints 
at Altona North arise mainly 
from annoyance caused by “high 

, levels of impact noise (air blast} 

h recur when meteorologi- 
cal conditions cause the noise to 
be focussed and concentrated on 
a localised area. 

“This is our usual experience 

where quarrying is conducted in 
‘urban areas. 
“The oscilloscope when avail- 
yable will permit us to quanti- 
j tatively measure peak pressures 
, of impact noise vibrations which 
should be of assistance in de- 
termining appropriate blasting 
restrictions to reduce annoyance 
to a level acceptable to the nor- 
mal person. y 
* “There is no investigational 
; data available to confirm that 
initial plaster cracking may be 
! extended by minor vibrations, or 
to indicate to what degree blast- 
ing restrictions should be made 
to prevent the effect if, in fact, 
it does occur. 
_ The values obtained for peak 
impact noise pressures with the 
oscilloscope may assist an in- 
vestigation of the possibility. 

“However, as the practice of 
the Department is to reduce the 
quantities. of explosives permit- 
ted to be blasted very much be- 
tow the amounts required to pro- 
duce the product value of 120 
for amplitude by frequency stip- 
ulated in SAA ‘Explosives Code 
CA23-1967 as the criterion for 
structural damage by grounds 
vibration, it is possible that sec- 
ondary stressing of cracks by

HOME DURING 
DROUGHT 


The following suggestions are 
made in order that water used 
‘in the home is kept to a mini- 


mum. 
Laundry — 

Conventional washing ma- 
chines use 10 to 20 gallons of 
water per load and automatic 
pashing machines 25 to 35 gal- 

ns. 


In view of this large water 
usage only full wash loads and 
very hot water is recommended 
as best for quick cleaning. and 
minimum water use providing 
the materials washed are not 
fragile, when lower temperature 
water is required. Water from 
washing machines can generally 
be pumped into containers for 
re-use in the garden. 

Kitchen 


Dish washing by hand can be 
carried out using very much 
less water than that required by 
dish washing machines. 

Use cleaning agents, abrasive 
pads and brushes to help clean 
utensils and a fair amount of 
“elbow grease’ as less water is 
then required and this can save 
water. 

See that taps are kept tightly 


turned off and that tap washers |- 


are in good condition to stop 
wastage from dripping taps. 
Bathroom — 

The average bath takes about 
15 gallons and a shower uses 
.about 3 gallons a minute. In 
consequence, taking quick show- 
ers saves water. If you wet your 
entire body, turn off the shower, 
soap well and then rinse off, 
this keeps water use from show- 
ers to a minimum. : 

Do not let the water run when 
you are brushing your teeth, 
washing your face and hands or 
shaving. Put a plug in the wash 
bowl when washing and only put 
in the water you really need. 

If children are to be given a 
bath the water level should be 
kept as low as possible (6" to

They contain food, emergency 
cooking, lighting and first-aid 
equipment, blankets, mattresses, 
boots, socks and clothing. The 
specially trained teams are. as- 
sisted by local Red Cross mem- 
ers. 


These emergency teams have 
also been called on several times 
in recent months by the Police 
to assist with th feeding and 
care of searchers when people 
have been lost in bush country. 

The range of services carried 
out in hospitals is wide—libraries 
visiting which includes shopping 
for patients, assistance in casu- 
alty and out-patients departments 
and special clinics. . 

One of the more unusual ser- 
vices in hospitals, homes and 
geriatric units is the Picture 
Library through which patients 
are able to select prints to. be 
hung in rooms or wards. There 
is a library of 2000 prints rep- 
resenting all schools of art. The 
prints fit standard frames of 
various sizes and are easily 
changed. 


A little-known, but much ap- 
preciated transport service is 
teaching paraplegiecs to drive. 
Red Cross has two’ cars fitted 
with special controis and last 
year 220 lessons were given and 
16_ driving licences obtained. 

These services are only a few 
of the wide range carried out 
by Red Cross througout Victoria.
